It should always be rem em bered in 
using fertilizers th a t they will not

This silo is the Curler or 1 
plastered silo. 
A num ber of them

because of the low price at which 
they can lie built it is prabable that 
many 
will 
be built Hhi$ su m m e r. 
They preserve silage as well as any 
o th e r kind, do not dry out and fall I 
down when em pty, and with reason - 1 
able c a re can 
be expected to last j 
about fifteen years. 
One on the ex- j 
perim ent station farm was in lair c o n - 1 
dition at the end of seventeen years* 
service when it was torn down to , 
m ake way for the more perm anent j 
concrete silos. 
T his type of silo is fram e ! much 
like a house wall. 
A circular foun­ 
dation is first put in. 
A mudsill is 
set in the foundation, and tw o by four 
studding ane 
set on

mudsill. 
Sheeting one-half inch thick is nailed 
to the inside of the studding, com­ 
pletely enclosing the silo except for 
the door openings.

CELERY AS DUCK FOOD 


Winter Buds and Root Stocks 
Are Relished Best. 


Plant (9 Wholly Submerged W ith Long, 
Flexible, 
Ribbon-Like Leaves of 
Light 
Translucent 
Green— 
Flowers Are Peculiar. 


'(By W. U M’ATEE.) 
The names wild celery and canvas­ 
back duck have been closely associat­ 
ed In the annals of American sport. 
To a certain extent this association 
is justified, ainee the canvas back ob­ 
tains about one-fourth of its food from 
this plant—a greater proportion than 
any other duck. 
However, the asser­ 
tion that the flavor of the canvasback 
is superior to that of any other duck 
and that it depends on a diet of wild 
celery is not proved, to say the least. 
The scaups or bluebills and the red­ 
head also are very loud of wild cel­ 
ery, and are fully as capable of get­ 
ting the delicious budB as the canvas­ 
back. 
Several other ducks get more 
or Ess of this food, the writer finding 
that even the scoters cm a northern 
lake In fall lived almost exclusively on 
it for a time. 
All parts of the p!.v't 
are eaten by ducks but the L ader 
winter buds and root stocks are rel­ 
ished best. 
Wild celery buds can ui;u- 


leaves of light translucent green ana 
of practically the same width (any­ 
where 
from 
one-fourth 
to 
three- 
fourths of an Inch, from root to tip. 
This plant may be distinguished from 
the eelgrass, which lives in brackish 
or salt water, by the fact that its 
leaves grow in bundles from the root 
stock, while those of eelgrass arise 
singly and alternate on opposite sides 
of the stem. 
The flowers of wild celery are pecu­ 
liar. 
The staminate flowers attached 
at the base of the plants shed pollen, 
which floats on the surface of the wa­ 
ter and fertilizes the pistillate flower. 
The latter is attached to a long slen­ 
der, round stem, which contracts in­ 
to a spiral, drawing the flowrer under 
the water after 
fertilization. 
The 
seed * pod into which the pollenized 
flower develops is straight or curved. 
a little slenderer than a common lead 
pencil and from 3 to fl inches long. It 
contains embedded in a clear 
jelly, 
small dark seeds, in number about 50 
to the inch. 
No such pod is borne by 
any other fresh w'ater plant.

W e recently passed a place where 
market gardening is being carried on 
for the first time. 
There wrere acres 
of vegetables of various sorts 
and 
quite a force of men, women and chil­ 
dren at w ork. 
But the surprising part of the thing 
was that it was all hand labor! Per­ 
haps earlier in the season the one- 
horse cultivator was used; 
but 
the 
plants had got past this stage, and in 
many places the same could be said 
of the w eeds. 
There were long rowrs of onions 
freshly and laboriously hand-w’eeded, 
while many othtr rows were waiting 
their turn and in one place a plot sev­ 
eral rows wide was evidently aban­ 
doned to the we ids. 
A good wheel hoe and half the lac 
bor would have kept the lot in perfect 
condition, while as it was, a part was 
clogged with weeds whilo the gang 
were working upon the rest. 
The frequent stirring of the 
soil 
would have done more toward keeping 
the plants growing and the wheel 
tools pulverize it more perfectly than 


W'ork constant aud careful attention. 
is possible with any of the haoid meth­ 
ods 
Then the look of the grounds, espe­ 
cially when one is public patronage, is 
worth considering, and a crop where 
j the weeds are evidently getting 
tho 
I start on the one side, while the work- 
I era are weeding them out on the other, 
shows that something is wrong. 
To one accustomed to the use of 
the wheel tools in gardening the con­ 
dition seems not to be simply wasteful, 
but plentiful. 
The extra hand labor 
would buy the necessary implements 
in a week.

They 
are perhaps more for show than for use, since for comfort, windows must 
generally be kept wide open. 
“The word window is thought to have come from words meaning ‘wind’s 
eye.’ The use of windows is really to let air and light into the house. 
“At first people had merely rude openings without any sash or window- 
panes.
